Kentucky Farmers 
Boirow More From 
Federal Land Bank 


Kentucky farmers have bor¬ 
rowed $3,682,300 from the Fed- 
•nl Land Bank so far during 
the ten months of 1954, which 
amounts to 40 percent more than 
Uiey did In the corresponding 
period last year. 

These figures were revealed by 
M. S. Kennedy, president of the 
bank, in his report at the annual 
shareholders' conference held in 
Louisville Nov. 22-23. Some 175 
farmer-directors of National farm 
loan associations in Ohio, Indi¬ 
ana, Kentucky and Tennessee 
were in attendance. 

Representing the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky National Farm Loan Asso¬ 
ciation of Salyersville at the con¬ 
ference were J. A. Lewis of More- 
head and E. A. Cecil of Hazel 
Organ 

Federal Land Bank loans total- I 
ling $21,352,500 were made in the 
first ten months of this year, Mr. 
Kennedy reported. At this rate 
the bank will lend more In 1954 
than in any of its 37 years of op¬ 
eration except 1934. Reasons giv¬ 
en for the increase were the 4 
oercent interest rate maintained 
by the bank in the fact of gen¬ 
erally higher interest rates and 
the squeeze put on farmers’ net 
income by the lower commodity 
prices and high fixed operating 
costs. Dividends amounting to 
nearly a million dollars were paid 
by the bank during the past year, 
Mr. Kennedy retried.

(Continued from page one) 
providing better tobacco in the 
mountains than in the Bluegrass 
was the rainfall from about June 
15 to August 1. 

"Much of the Bluegrass Region 
in this period was extremely dry 
and tobacco did not grow during 
this period, but undoubtedly did 
manufacture a large amount of 
nicotine and store it in the leaves. 

"On the other hand, in much 
of the mountainous area tobacco 
had sufficient rainfall in this 
period to make for a continued 
and steady growth and undoubt¬ 
edly acquired less nicotine under 
these conditions than if it had 
gone through the drouth period 
prevailing in the Bluegrass re¬ 
gion. The weather conditions un¬ 
doubtedly made for a thinner, ] 
lighter tobacco in the mountains, 
and for a rather heavy-bodied, 
thicker leaf tobacco in the cen¬ 
tral Bluegrass area. 

"Undoubtedly the topping and 
suckering practices were pretty 
well standardized throughout the 
Bluegrass area, so it is doubtful 
if this factor had too much effect 
tn the type of tobacco produced 

"As I sec the situation, good 
lobarcos produced In the moun¬ 
tains resulted from the use of 
the proper varieties, coupled 
with a more favorable growing 
season, and good topping and 
suckering practice* after the 
tobacco was practically mature. 

"It looks like then it boils down 
primarily to a condition more 
closely associated with a favorable 
season than with any other single 
practice of tobacco growing. As 
I suggested earlier, this is my 
own opinion about the case and it 
may be that still there are fac¬ 
tors unknown to us that have 
contributed to the thin chaff to¬ 
bacco in the mountains.”
